Nazis Supported by Planes, 
Artillery and Armored 
Cars Deal Another Re- 
verse to British in Strug- 
gle for Trondheim. 


LONDON, April 26 (AP).— 
Strong German forces supported by 
artillery and low-flying planes have 
forced Allied troops to “limited 
withdrawals” in a bitter fight south 


of Dombas, key railway point in 
south-central Norway, the War 
Ministry announced today. 

Word of these fresh reversals 
came on the heels of officially ad- 
mitted setbacks for the British at 
Steinkjer Wednesday and Lilleham- 
mer yesterday, which British mili- 
tary sources summarized with the 
statement that Germany had taken 
i“the first trick” in Norway. 

Dombas, 110 miles southwest of 
Trondheim, is a railway junction 
on the main line from Oslo to 
i Trondheim through the Gudbrands- 
dalen. This line is joined there by 
another running southeast from 
Andalsnes, one of the British troop 
landing points. Me oe 

It is thus a vital point between 
Oslo, 150 miles to the south, and 
Trondheim, both held by the Ger- 
mans. Both sides were said to be 
racing guns and men toward a de- 
cisive action around Trondheim. 

Text of Communique. 

The War Ministry communique 
said: 

“Allied troops in Southern Nor- 
way have been heavily engaged 
south of Dombas by strong enemy 
forces supported by medium artil- 
lery, armored fighting vehicles and 
‘low-flying aircraft. 

“Limited withdrawals have been 
necessary. 

“In the area north of Steinkjer 
there has been no engagement but 
patrols have been active. 

“There is nothing to report from 
the Narvik area.” 

The communique supported the 
comment of neutral military ob- 
servers that it was extremely dif- 
ficult for lightly armed troops to 
hold positions against strafing air- 
planes co-operating with artillery

Hopkins made the keynote speech 
as temporary chairman of the con- 
vention. Former United States 
Senator George H. Williams of St. 
Louis, selected as permanent chair- 
man, spoke briefly on national is- 
sues and scored Democrats of the 
State for their factionalism and the 
boss contro] that marked the Demo- 
cratic State convention in St. Louis 
on April 15. 

Gives Stark Credit. 

While the Republican keynote 
speaker attacked the Roosevelt 
New Deal in most of its works, he 
gave credit to Gov. Lloyd C. Stark, 
Democrat, for the smashing of the 
T. J. Pendergast political machine 
of Kansas City, without mentioning 
Stark by name. He said this was 
done with the aid of Republicans. 

“The Republican party has served 
the nation well as an opposition 
party during the past seven years,” 
Hopkins said, “and likewise it can 
be said that the Republican power 
in Missouri has rendered great and 
invaluable ~ervices in this State.”

Roscoe Steffen of Anti-Trust Division Finds 
Nothing to Justify Action Now in Con- 
nection With Smoke Law Dispute.

WASHINGTON, April 26.—Boy- 
cott threats from Southern Illinois; 
against St. Louis merchants in re- 
taliation for the new city smoke 
elimination ordinance were met 'to- 


man W. Arnold, “trust buster” in 


the Department of Justice, that he 
had instructed Roscoe Steffen, a 
special assistant to the Attorney- 
General, to ascertain the facts in 
dispute. 

OTs aabhen followed receipt of a 
letter from James L. Ford Jr., 
chairman of the Municipal Smoke 
Elimination Committee, requesting 
an opinion whether the boycott 
threats constituted a conspiracy in 
restraint of trade, a violation of 
the Sherman anti-trust act. 

Steffen has been in St. Louis 
investigating building trades rack- 
ets and kindred matters. 


Steffen announced today, follow- 
ing a half-hour conference with 
Ford at the First National Bank, 
of which Ford is a vice-president, 
that “existing facts” did not justify 
action by his office at this time. 

“I told Mr. Ford that the matter 
quite possibly can be adjusted by 
better understanding between the 
parties involved,” Steffen said. “I 
assured Mr. Ford that in the event 
developments fell within the scope 
of the Anti-Trust Division here I 
would begin action, but that exist- 
ing facts did not justify any such 
course at this time. I told him I 
was interested and would watch de- 
velopments.” 


2D MEETING FAILS 
TO ACT ON BOYCOTT

HERRIN, IIl., April 26.—Spokes- 


tors, in a bitter attack on the St. 
Louis smoke ordinance before 100 
civic and business leaders of this 
coal-producing Southern Illinois 
area, meeting here last night, con- 
demned the law as a combination 
of “trickery and ignorance.”

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BRTAN SEEIN 
TO BAR AZ TRADE 
BY WAY OF RUSS 


With That Aim, It Acts to 
Cultivate Friendly Rela- 
tions With Japan and 
Soviet Union. 


LONDON, April 26 (AP).—Great 
Britain is counting on friendly re- 
lations with Russia and Japan as 
well as increased fleet activity in 
the Pacific to close the Viadivostok 
crack in the allied blockade of Ger- 


many. 

Informed sources today said bet- 
ter relations with Japan were 
sought and conciliatory gestures 


made toward the Soviet Union in 
an about-face from the bitter hos- 
tility existing during the Russian- 
Finnish war. 

Britain and Japan were reported 
nearer an agreement on the dis- 
posal of Chinese Government- 
claimed silver held in the British 
and French concessions at Tien- 
tsin, scene of British-Japanese ten- 
sion for 10 months. The British also 
are endeavoring to maneuver their 
Pacific blockade ships so as not to 
hurt the feelings of the Japanese. 

In. renewing British-Russian trade 
pact overtures, Britain sought as- 
surance Russian imports would not 
be transshipped to Germany and 
that only a minimum of Russia’s 
own products would be sold to the 
Reich, 

The Russians were said to have 
agreed to the first stipulation but 
to insist their ‘nation’s internal 
economy requires normal dealings 
with Germany in Russian products. 
The British, however, may try to 
cut the ground from under this 
stand by outbidding Germany for 
Russian goods. 

The importance to Britain of the 
Vladivostok blockade was empha- 
sized by figures given out by the 
Ministry of Economic Warfare that 
1000 tons of various goods were 
shipped daily from Vladivostok to 
Germany by way of the Trans-Si- 
berian Railway. 

The spokesman said the ministry 
was interested in Tokyo reports 
that approximately 70,000 metric 
tons of c@pper had been shipped 
from the United States to Russia 
since the war began, compared with 
an average of 6000 tons a year pre- 
viously. 

The United States shipped Rus- 
sia no tin or rubber in 1938, but 
in the first six months of the war 
sent 6000 tons of tin and 2000 tons 
of rubber. 

Russians In London said _ the 
larger imports were explained part- 
ly by the fact it was difficult or 
impossible to get these materials 
from British sources in wartime. 
The Finnish campaign also created 
a drain on Russian supplies. 

These quarters said control of 
Russian exports was possible be- 
cause of the state industrial monop- 
oly and because Russia's domestic 
program calls for greater imports 
of such supplies as rubber, which 


Russia lacks. 


NY A HEAD EXPLAINS PLAN 
FOR OLD MARINE HOSPITAL 


Work Projects to Be Housed in It 
Will Be Predominantly White, 
Director Says. 
Residents in the neighborhood of 


the old Marine Hospital, 3640 Ma- 
rine avenue, are circulating a pe- 
tition to protest the use of the 
building, recently acquired by the 


National Youth Administration, for 
work projects employing Negro 
youths, So far 100 residents have 
signed the petition, and a telegram 
of protest has been sent to Con- 
gressman C. Arthur Andedson. 

John E. Hogan, district NYA di- 
rector, said today that the protest 
is based upon a misapprehension. 
For the last two weeks, he said, 
Negro and white workers have 
been cleaning the building and pre- 
paring quarters for a woodworking 
project of 150 boys to be moved 
there from City Sanitarium. The 
presence of these Negro workers, 
he said, possibly led residents to be- 
lieve that a Negro center was to be 
established. 

Of the 150 boys soon to occupy 
the building, Hogan said, only 50 
are Negroes. They are enrolled in 
a six months’ project which ex- 
pires June 30. “It is possible,” 
Hogan said, “that when the term 
expires, Negroes will not be re- 
enrolled on this project.” In any 
case, Hogan said, the center is to 
be predominantly white. A sewing 
project for 130 white girls spon- 
sored by the Boar dof Education 
will be moved into the building in a 
few weeks, he said. Eventually 
many NYA projects, now scattered 
through the city, will be housed in 
the former hospital.

ON MR. GREEN’S DOORSTEP. 

William Green, president of the American Federa- 

tion of Labor, in an address at Dallas the other day, 
termed leaders of the CIO “the greatest enemies of 
labor this century has produced.” 
Mr. Green is wrong. The greatest enemies of labor 
today are the underworld hoodlums who, having 
never been workers at all, muscle into the labor 
movement and fatten on both the dues of the work- 
ers and the payoffg they extort from employers. And 
although the AFL has been shown to have a virtual 
monopoly on union racketeering, Mr. Green has 
made no genuine effort whatever to purify his or- 
ganization and restore mastery to the workers. To 
the contrary, he has on occasion deliberately given 
aid and comfort to the racketeers. 

It is a perfect answer to Mr. Green that on the 
morning after he made his statement in Dallas, the 
authorities in New York moved in on the underworld 
touts who had taken over another of the more pow- 
erful AFL unions. George Scalise, president of the 
Building Service Employes’ International Union, was 
arrested on charges of collecting $100,000 in a labor 
extortion racket. 

These charges remain to be tried, but the known 
facts concerning Scalise are such that the AFL 
should never have tolerated him at all. He served 
four and a half years in the Federal prison in At- 
lanta on a white-slave charge, and his record since 
has been such that his efforts to regain his civil 
rights have been refused in Washington. 

Scalise has surrounded himself with gangsters. 
Westbrook Pegler lists four former convicts who 
rated as Scalise’s top lieutenants. 

The Building Service Employes’ Union is by no 
means in a class separate. The International Alliance 
of Theatrical and Stage Employes is little better. 
John Nick has been dropped as an international 
vict-president, but Willie Bioff, the former Chicago 
pander, is still President George Browne's right- 
hand man. 

The revelations of the Anti-Trust Division of the 

Department of Justice show that the building trade 
unions in most of our large ,cities are run by 
racketeers who conspire with monopolists in the 
building materials business to lift wages and prices. 
Naturally, the volume of construction dries up and 
great numbers of building trades workers suffer and 
fret in unemployment. 
The Federal Government is doing something 
toward ousting the racketeers, and local authorities 
in some cities, notably New York, are also doing 
their part.. But responsibility for curing this malady 
rests primarily on the AFL. 

If William Green is interested in removing the 
“sreatest enemies of labor,” these racketeers are the 
men on whom he must concentrate his fire. They 
are not in any other organization. They are camped 
right on his doorstep.

Stark succeeds in persuading department and institu- 
tion heads to cut their spending below their appro- 
priations. To the extent that the Governmental Re- 
search Institute’s study brings additional pressure on 
the administration to curtail expenses and minimize 
or prevent the prospective deficit, it will serve a 
good purpose. 
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NO WAR ON THIS FRONT. 

Governments go to war with their best customers. 
They did it 25 years ago, and they’re doing it now. 
But people don’t go to war with their best cus- 
tomers. Hotheads may spout, but the people of St. 
Louis and the people of Southern Illinois are not 
going to war over this smoke question. The people 
of St. Louis have declared war on smoke, but they 
haven’t declared war on the people of Southern Iili- 
nois, and they haven’t declared war on Illinois’ soft 
coal, and they are not going to. 

St. Louis is going to keep on burning [Illinois 
coal. This city has been the Illinois coal industry’s 
best customer, and it will continue to be just that. 
Illinois coal is St. Louis’ industrial trump card. St. 
Louis is Southern Illinois’ big town. Southern Illi- 
nois comes here to trade, because St. Louis is South- 
ern Illinois’ trading center. Southern Illinois comes 
here. to see big league baseball, to hear the Muny 
Opera, to listen to the Symphony Orchestra, to join 
the crowds at Shaw’s Garden and share its children’s 
delight at the Zoo. 

A St. Louis brewing company assures Southern 
Illinois that it will go right on burning 100,000 tons 
of Illinois coal a year, as it has been doing for 
generations, with the exception of that twirpy pro- 
hibition period. And a long, long roll of St. Louis 
industries will go right on burning Illinois coal. 


‘They have the equipment to do it and comply with 


requirements of the anti-smoke ordinance. 

Southern Illinois has been officially informed that 
75 per cent of the coal consumed in St. Louis dur- 
ing the brief readjusting period will be Illinois soft 
coal, The competitive fuel will be a minor factor, 
even in the emergency. As soon as the necessary 
mechanical fixtures are installed and the processing 
practices established, St. Louis will be back on 
100 per cent Illinois coal basis. 

It’s probably all right for the emotional tempera- 
ments here and across the river to blow off steam. 
Let ’em blow. But this is how it stands: The coal 
mines of Southern [llinois are, commercially, St. 
Louis enterprises, as much so as our shoe factories, 
wholesale houses, retail shops and, waiving geogra- 
phy, Southern Illinois’ coal area is as integral a part 
of St. Louis as Olive street. 

So “there ain’t goin’ to be no war.” Good friends 
and good customers can’t afford to fight. As com- 
monsensible people, they settle their differences fairly 
and amiably. 

But against this smoke enemy, it is a war of ex- 
termination in which St. Louis expects Southern 
Illinois to join, for our mutual health, wealth and 
prosperity. 
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FALSE ALARM. 

There was a little flurry in Rat Alley yesterday as 
the grapevine carried a flash that a new movement 
is under way to rid St. Louis of rats. It soon became 
obvious, however, that there was nothing to worry 
about and the boys returned calmly to their custom- 
ary pursuits. All that happened was that Alderman 
Phelim O’Toole is considering an appropriation bill 
to make war on rats—four-footed ones, 
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A HIGHLY REASONABLE. REQUEST. 

The St. Louis Chamber of Commerce has asked 
Gov. Stark to include in his proposed call for a 
special session of the Legislature the matter of re- 
vising the State unemployment tax to bring it in 
line with the amended Federal statute. 

In both cases, the law requires payment of the 
tax on the gross payroll of employers having eight 
or more employes, except that the Federal Govern- 
ment no longer collects its share of the tax—three- 
tenths of 1 per cent—on annual payments in excess 
of $3000 to any one employe. The State of Missouri 
continues to collect its share of the tax—2.7 per 
cent—on the whole payroll. Missouri is said to be 
the only State in the Union of which this is true. 
This complicates the keeping of books and places 
Missouri manufacturers and business men at a dis- 
advantage compared with those paying less taxes in 
other states. The proposed change would not preju- 
dice the interests of the insured employes, as there 
is now a balance of some $50,000,000 in the State 
unemployment insurance fund. Three times as much 
was collected as was paid out in 1939. 

Since amendment of the law in the narrow limits 
proposed is non-controversial, there is every reason 
why Gov. Stark should yield to the request of the 
business men and. include the matter in the special 
session agenda. 
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Missouri Republicans, they say, will claim a share 
of the credit for breaking up the Pendergast machine.

So here is 
a fantasy in American politics, begin- 
ning with a fact; 

It is entirely probable that one or both 
presidential nominees this year will be 
men of no great national experience; at 
least it is quite possible that the Republican 
will be a relative newcomer to responsibility 
and power. The chief political argument 
against him will be his inexperience. It will 
be said: “Can we trust so much to one man, 
about whom we know so little?” And some 
of his friends will say: “Ah, but he will 
choose good advisers!” 

Precisely. Why should not presidential 
candidates sometimes select their Cabinets 
tentatively in advance, let the country know 
the sort of team it is voting for? Of course, 
the notion sounds fantastic. It would be 
hard to work. But it would be very help- 
ful to the voters. It would be very bold, 
very frank, very democratic. 

And so here goes with a mostly Repub- 
lican Cabinet, the model group of “all the 
talents” available to a Republican President 
who would not be afraid to turn to non- 
partisan or even sympathetic Democratic 
leadership, 

Suppose, just suppose, that if Thomas E. 
Dewey were nominated, he would take the 
occasion of his acceptance speech to de- 
scribe to the country the sort of team he 
intended to get together to face the world 
crisis: 

Secretary of State: Herbert Hoover of 
California, whose experience in world af- 
fairs makes him one man who would elicit 
great national confidence, and whose very 
presence would greatly reassure those vot- 
ers disturbed by the presidential nominee’s 
inexperience in this field. * 

Secretary of the Treasury: Leon Fraser 
of New York, probably the most experienced 
American in public finance, both domestic 
and foreign, and former head of the Bank 
for International Settlements at Basel. 

Secretary of War: Col. Frank Knox of 
Illinois, a former Rough Rider, faithful 
party servant, well informed on national 
defense and alert to world problems. 

Attorney-General: Judge Florence Allen 
of Ohio, the nation’s leading woman law- 
yer, a most capable jurist, who, by the way, 
is a Democrat. 

Postmaster-General: Senator Carl A. 
Hatch of New Mexico, another Democrat 
whose presence would automatically divorce

this important national function from poli- 
tics because his recent public career has 
been devoted to this end. 

Secretary of the Navy: Gov. Leverett Sal- 
tonstall of Massachusetts, who deserves rec- 
ognition in the name of the many able Re- 
publican Governors, and who comes from a 
State with deep-water traditions. 

Secretary of the Interior: Alf M. Landon 
of Kansas, whose services to the party merit 
recognition, and whose rugged honesty, lib- 
eralism and administrative ability would 
bring to this department the qualities it 
most needs. -% 

Secretary of Agriculture: Gov. Harold E. 
Stassen of Minnesota, who represents a mod- 
erate and rich farm State, who needs a wid- 
er field in public service for his promising 
abilities. 

- Secretary of Commerce: Wendell L. Will- 
kie of New York, who is most ably equipped 
to build the long-needed bridge between gov- 
ernment and business. He knows, better 
than most, the abuses which can be stamped 
out on both sides. 

Secretary of Labor: Charles L. McNary of 
Oregon, whose State and region are very 
mature in labor relations, who is a mid- 
roader bringing to labor no prior commit- 
ments. 

A good many of these selections could be 
altered without deterioration and perhaps 
with profit. We do point with pride to their 
geographic distribution. Of course, they are 
as arbitrary as the spring selections of base- 
ball winners. 

As Secretary of Labor, for instance, you 
could put former Gov. John G. Winant of 
New Hampshire, now director of the Inter- 
national Labor Office in Geneva. Or Gov. 
George D. Aiken of Vermont could fit into 
several places. And if you wanted to appeal 
to insurgent Democrats, there could be a 
place for Senator Edward H. Burke of Ne- 
braska, whose sturdy practical abilities are 
well known to his colleagues. And in some 
ways, he is the least hidebound of the con- 
servative Democrats. 

Well, if any Republican presidential can- 
didates care to pick up this idea, they will 
find it is not copyrighted.

Fl Americans who know their Political 
bosses and machines, Eugene Lyons has 
done much to strip of mystery an inscrut. 
able giant of our timies in the book, “Staljy-. 
Czar of All the Russias” (J. B. Lippincot 
& Co., Philadelphia). For Joseph Stalin, 
lord of one-sixth of the earth’s habitabi, 
surface, is, by the measure of politica) 
bossism, the daddy of them all. 

Yossif Vissarionovich Djugashvilli first 
drew attention to himself as an “exproprig. 
tor” for the cause in the Caucasus, a shrewd 
manager who left actual banditry to otp. 
ers. In the councils of the brainy men of 
Bolshevism long before the revolution, hg 
figured little, thanks to an inherent incon, 
spicuousness and an exile or two. No leadep 
in the Napoleonic sense, he never mappeg 
or executed an Austerlitz. No orator, he h 
yet to taste spontaneous cheers. 

But today he stands as the unnatural 
heir of a historic social upheaval, not only 
a Czar but, as Lyons describes him, “the 
omnipotent director of a fantastic eon. 
spiracy” in the other five-sixths of the 
world, the dictator of a strange empire 
known as the Third or Communist Inter. 
national. 

Lyons, a newspaper man who spent six 
years reporting from Moscow, tells why 
and how. The delineation is not creditable 
to Stalin. It scourges adherents to “the 
party line” in this and other countries, It 


laments that “whatever there was of hones 


in the Russian revolution, Stalin has ex 
tinguished” in a bloody reign.

The man Lyons paints in his rise to des. 
potic power is no mental lightweight. Death 
eliminated the master, Lenin, who, Lyons 
says, repudiated Stalin in a last letter. The 
effervescent Trotsky was difficult to dispose 
of, but Stalin let others help with the dirty 
work. He is a patient man who can bide 
his time. 

Who cared, when the masses were being 
liberated and world revolution was on the 
march, what patriot selected a minor party 
lieutenant in Omsk or Odessa? Lenin and 
Trotsky were busy in the clouds. Stalin, 
whose boast is that he has been on the 
party’s Central Committee from the begin.

Norway's Long Rugged Coast. 


By the National Geographic Society. 


ORWAY’S deeply indented rocky coas 
proves to be a setting of peculiar diffi 
culty for warlike operations. 

The first problem is that of length, for 
although Norway’s coast roughly 1500 
miles long, it is so irregular, because of 
fjords and islands, that it has a shore line 
of some 12,000 miles. 

If it could be unraveled from its rugged 
cliffs and inlets, Norway’s shore line would 
halfway girdle the world. It is 75 per cent 
as long as that of Africa. This ragged shore-

line, frayed and torn by North Atlantic surg, 


and arctic gales, gives the seafaring Nors 
an average of 10 miles of waterfront for 
every inhabited square mile. 

This easy access to the sea, since the days 
when the first hardy Vikings sailed into 
the pages of medieval history has gives 
Norway a pre-eminence in maritime activ 
ties. It is one of the leading shipping nations 
of the world, and Europe's outstanding fishe 
ing country. In the widespread whaling ine 
dustry of the world, the Norse again are 
foremost. 

* . ©. 

The long, rugged, gray coast of the country 
is fenced, and to some extent shielded, from 
the full fury of the North Atlantic by the 
picturesque Skjargaard, an almost continu- 
ous string of close-set rocky islands just off 
shore. Between this protective wall of 
“skerries” (rocky islets) and the shore, 
threads a narrow sea corridor along most 
of Norway’s length. This presents the coun 
try with an inland passageway 1500 mile 
long for coastal shipping in waters some 
times as calm as lakes. The friendly Gulf 
Stream swings against Norway and usually 
keeps the sea corridor ice-free. 

Because of this aid in adapting themselves 
to the sea, the people of Norway have built 
their principal cities along the coast. Osl0% 
the capital, is also the leading port. Sta 
vanger, Bergen and the Northern towns of 
Narvik and Tromso owe their growth t 
sea-borne prosperity. 

Norway has no true inland cities of any 
size. Oslo, some 60 miles from the open 84, 
is nevertheless a seaport because of the 
deep sea arm reaching into Oslo Fjord. 

The typical Norwegian fjord is a lon& 
gorge-like mountain valley drowned in the 
sea, bringing salt water and sea depths I= 
land. The fjord’s gray walls are steep under 
water as well as above, and drop far below 
a river’s depth. Sogne Fijofd, on the West 
ern coast, north of Bergen, bites 100 miles 
into the land, and half way in, it still has @ 
depth of nearly 4000 feet.

I am not refer- 
ring to the rather academic ques- 
tion of giving more or less help 
to the Allies; I am referring to the 
fact that if the threat to Ameri- 
can security is as great and 1% 
imminent as, obviously, Mr. Roose- 
velt does think it is, then his do- 
mestic policies are in many vital 
respects indefensible. 


The United States is, for exam- 
ple, appropriating large sums of 
money for the navy: a searching in- 
quiry into the practical] difficulties 
of constructing the navy under the 
conditions which govern labor and 
capital in the New Deal would 
startle the country. The fact is, 
it would seem, that the strength of 
the navy relative to Japan’s navy 
alone, disregarding all the Evu- 
ropean navies, is declining and on 
present prospects the position in 
1941 will be worse than it is to- 


day. 


The state of our army is simply 
deplorable measured not by any 
fantastic notion of sending another 
army to Europe but by the ele- 
mentary needs of national defense 
in this hemisphere. Except per- 
haps in aviation where an expan- 
sion of facilities is being subsi- 
dized by the Allies, our armament 
industry is not even partially ade- 
quate to support a third-rate war. 

It is all very well, therefore, for 
the President to foresee the seri- 
ousness of our own position in the 
world today. But how is he to rec 
oncile his estimate of the danger 
with the lackadaisical, disorganized 
boondoggling which he tolerates in 
place of a serious effort to strength- 
en the national defense?

British Thrown Back. 


The German firing across the 
valley had been heavy.

Two hours later we met 
some of the remnants of the bat- 
talion which had just been shat- 
tered and had withdrawn in confu- 
sion from Vist, three miles beyond 
Steinkjer. Then we knew the 
worst—that airplanes and artillery 
had defeated the vanguard of the 
British expeditionaries and that 
about 200 out of the territorials’ 
battalion of 600 had been killed, 
while one whole company had been 
captured and the remainder scat- 
tered in retreat. 

I have already reported in detail 
the testimony of the survivors of 
this battalion. About 10:30 o’clock 
that night, Monday, our latest au- 
tomobile had to abandon the north- 
ward trip, since only trucks could 
get through. Two Norwegian offi- 
cers agreed to carry us as far as 
they could get. As we rode, they 
said that their troops—fortunately 
far stronger than the Germans in 
number—would also take over the 
front where the British territorials 
had been broken. They were bitter 
about the B. E. F.’s lack of equip- 
ment. 

The captain said, “we've never 
seen one British anti-air gun—not 
one field gun.

“A streamlined German division 
today,” Parrish related, “has only 
about 10,000 men, and this is a 
self-sustaining unit. In a country 
like Norway with a population of 
half of that of New York City and 
scattered over a mountainous area, 
a streamlined fighting unit of 10,- 
000 men is a formidable enemy 
force. 

“If 20 men were transported in 
one plane, it would require only 
100 transport planes to infiltrate 
this division of 10,000 men, includ- 
ing each man’s side arms, into an- 
other country in 24 hours, assuming 
the distance is not too great. That 
means only five roundtrips per 
plane in one day. 

“It can be seen how relatively 
easy it would be to transport five 
divisions, 50,000 men, into Norway 
within a week. Imagine the swift- 
ness of infiltration if 500 instead of 
100 transports were used.” 

Steps to Reduce Crashes.

Examiner Decides for Nashville 
Route, on Which CAA Has 
Final Word. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch, 

WASHINGTON, April 2. — A 
recommendation that Eastern Air 
Lines, Inc., be authorized to estab- 
lish air transport service between 
St. Louis and Nasnville, Tenn., was 
made today by Thomas L. Wrenn, 
examiner for the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority, who conducted a hearing 
last November. 

Establishment of the route, which 
now is contingent on the approval 
of the examiner’s report by the 
CAA, would give St. Louis its first 
direct air connection with Florida 
and other Southeastern points. 

Eastern Air Lines planes now op- 
erate out of Nashville to such 
Florida cities as Miami and Jack- 
sonville, as well as to Chattanooga, 
Tenn., and Atlanta, Ga. 

The examiner's report said that 
all the cities involved were im- 
portant centers of population and 
had “a community of interests in 
commerce and travel.” Although 
air travel from St. Louis to the 
other cities already was possible 
by circuitous routes, the report 
added, “the proposed service will 
result in a substantial saving of 
time and mileage.” 

The new route, which was urged 
by the Chamber of Commerce of 
St. Louis and Nashville, would be 
275 miles long and would include 
a stop at Evansville, Ind, The ex- 
aminer’s report pointed out that 
Evansville at present was one of 
the only two United States cities 
of more than 100,000 population 
which has no air service. 

Authorization to establish an- 
other new route between Nash- 
ville and Muscle Shoals, Ala., 
sought by Eastern Air Lines, also 
was recommended in the report, 


MIDWEST OFFICERS CONDEMN 
CRIME THRILLERS ON RADIO 


Assert Such Programs Contribute 
to Juvenile Misdeeds; Call on 
FCC to Bar Them. 


CHICAGO, April 26 (AP).—The 
Central States Probation and Pa- 


role Association voted a condem- 
nation yesterday of radio programs 
dramatizing gangsters and crime, 
asserting in a resolution “such pro- 
grams contribute measurably to 
commission of crime by juveniles.” 

Officers of the association were 
directed to appeal to the Federal 
Communications Commission, spon- 
sors of programs and broadcasting 
companies for elimination of crime 
programs.

BRITISH TRAVEL BOOK AUTHOR 
REPORTED KILLED IN NORWAY 


Peter Fleming Died of Injuries Suf- 
fered When Namsos Was 
Bombed, Norwegians Say.

GAEDDEDE, Norwegian-Swedish 
Frontier, April 26.—Peter Fleming, 
famous British author of travel 
books, is reported to have been 
killed in the German bombing of 
Namsos last Sunday. Due to his 
extensive explorations, Fleming, 
with the Scot explorer, Martin Lind- 
say, was commissioned as a Captain 
in the British expeditionary force 
to Norway. They landed with the 
first British contingent of 1500 ter- 
ritorials at Namsos. 

A Norwegian officer said a Brit- 
ish officer had informed him that a 
Capt. Fleming had been in the 
Grand Hotel at Namsos when it 
was bombed and had died of in- 
juries.

DIAGNOSIS: For probably 10 
minutes I listened to a monologue 
without having a chance to an- 
swer “Yes” or “No.” Her sales 
talk was very good. It covered 
the salient points. But I knew that she was either reciting 
a memorized sales talk or else was reading it directly from a 
sheet of paper in front of her. She lapsed into the sing-song 
delivery of the child reciting a poem in school. Her voice 
rose and fell so regularly that it grew monotonous. 

I mention this incident today, not to be unduly critical 
of this young woman who is routinely calling physicians and 
other professional men, delivering a sales talk by telephone, 
but to warn young salesmen of the pitfalls in salesmanship. For 
years | was a salesman, myself, and I have also been teaching 
courses in the Psychology of Advertising and Selling for over 
10 years. I make this defense of myself, as you can probably 
surmise, in order to forestall any criticism that I, too, am 
an impractical college professor who theorizes freely about 
that of which he has no first hand information. 
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A SALESMAN cannot expect to be successful if he gurgles 
and stammers in uncertainty regarding what to say. He must 
have a sales talk so that in emergencies, he can always be 
prepared. Most of the large companies today furnish their 
new salesmen with at least one or more such talks. These have 
been used by other successful’ salesmen. They have proved 
to be valuable. 

Maybe they aren't the height of perfection, but they are 
usually much better than any the tyro salesman can concoct, 
so. be sure you memorize them. And by memorizing, I don’t 
mean stop when you can first recite the speech perfectly. 
Repeat it again and again until you can look a customer in 
the eyes and give the sales talk with such enthusiasm and 
expression that it seems like spontaneous conversation.

‘THE STAR salesmen use canned sales talks. But tee 
never sound like canned talks for they are so much a part of 
the salesman that they flow along like normal conversation. 
Even though you have a memorized talk, you can still show 
some ingenuity and. originality regarding it. 

You need not give the paragraphs always in 1-2-3-4-5 order. 
If the conversation happens to get started at an unusual spot, 
juggle your sales paragraphs. Maybe you can give them in 
3-1-2-4-5 order. But be sure you know the component para- 
graphs perfectly.

Dramatizing the condi- 
tion includes bombastic speeches 
about what one should do, imag- 
inary dramatization of pain, fear, 
fatigue, helplessness and hunger, 
It is a form of hysteria. 


The man or women who does 
nothing but feel may enter into a 
state of anxiety neurosis. 
result in a serious nervous break 
down. It was not so much the 
fighting that men had to do in the 
trenches, as the anxiety of waiting, 
inactivity and restriction which 
brought on some neuroses. 

Canadians already are dealing 
with such conditions in their own 
civil population. On the American 
side they are not so obvious but we 
should keep them in mind and re 
member when we are talking to 
our friends that the strain of the 
situation can induce either a mild 
hysteria or a mild anxiety neu 
rosis.

wood isn’t Mickey Mouse or 

Mickey Rooney; it is Norvell, 
pronounced to rhyme with “The 
stars incline, but do not compel.” 
That in itself should give you an 
inkling of his profession, for Nor- 
vell—known simply as “Norvell, 
the Great” to his followers—is Hol- 
lywood’s astrologer de luxe, the 
seer supreme, holder of a monopoly 
on star-casting for the stars, in a 
city overrun by crystal gazers, nu- 
merologists and tea-leaf readers. 
Hollywood gals, having heard that 
he once warned Mary Pickford 
against taking a plane that 
crashed, consult his hieroglyphic- 
marked charts before they order 
dinner or sign a contract. 

Since everyone in the cinema city 
is interested in the future, the stars 
have glittered rather auspiciously 
for Norvell himself. Not only does 
he live in a four-story, turreted cas- 
tle, own a hotel, a ranch and a 
thriving business office, where he 
answers an estimated 50,000 letters 
a month, but in his spare time he 
manages to write for a screen mag- 
azine about his clients, for a picture 
magazine—in which he announced 
Hitler’s predicted death in 1940, and 
a chain of newspapers which sub- 
scribe to his views on the outcome 
of the war. Now to vary the mo- 
notony and widen his field he has 
been making personal appearances, 
his latest stop being the Hotel 
Chase here. 

A slim, personable young man, 
Norvell looks like a composite of 
a number of handsome male stars, 
a sort of Tyrone Taylor type that 
no sane girl, movies or not, would 
mind sharing a bit of star gazing 
with. During the floor show the 
other night we heard him deal off 
in rapid-fire order such predictions 
as divorce for Robert Taylor, Hedy 
LaMarr, and Jeannette MacDonald, 
retirement .or Shirley Temple, 
health troubles for John Barry- 
more and victory for the Repub- 
licans. 

From these he coped smoothly 
with’such burning problems sent in 
by patrons as: Q. “Should I travel?” 
A. “Your sign is that of Virgo and 
Virgo people are traveling in 
1940.” Q. “Will Lever make any

money selling?” A. “That depends 
on what you're selling and how 
much you’re charging for it. You 
may be glad to know that your sign, 
Cancer, is known as the million- 
aire sign and was that of Rocke- 
feller and Mellon.” 

Someone—perhaps Judge Puffle 
—asked, “When will my oil come 
in?” Predominant was the age- 
old, “When will I marry?” and the 
newer, “When will I get my di- 
vorce?” 

“Astrology can’t foretell the fu- 
ture exactly,” Norvell said as he 
Sat at our table after the show. 
“It only indicates certain events 
which might happen. People in 
Hollywood react to astrology just 
like people elsewhere. Some scoff 
at it, others swear by it. In all, 
my predictions have been 87 per 
cent correct; my most famous one 
was the prediction of an attempt 
on Hitler’s life, printed in a maga- 
zine two days before the attempt 
was made. I also predicted the 
rise of Hedy LaMarr and Vivien 
Leigh, both of them born under 
Scorpio. I predicted Hedy’s first 
divorce, Mary Pickford’s divorce, 
many others. Of course, foretelling 
a divorce in Hollywood isn’t a great 
feat. You can almost pick names 
out of a hat and be right. 

“The movie stars don’t mind if 
you predict divorce for them, and 
the studios don’t mind as long as 
you mention their name, but some 
of the more possessive fans ob- 
ject.

Who doesn’t? Worry is as nat- 

ural as breathing. Worry was 
not only natural but necessary when 
men first skulked in caves, with a 
thousand violent deaths sniffing 
and prowling outside his den.

East 
then shifted to his top club, which 
declarer won, after which the en- 
tire club suit was run off. On the 
fourth and fifth clubs East let go 
hearts, which would not have been 
fatal had declarer not put East in 
the position of choosing another 
discard for the ace of spades. On 
this latter trick East, of course, 
had to let go either a diamond or 
a heart. Completely blind to the 
fact that the declarer already had 
six tricks home, and that the ace 
and king of hearts were in clear 
sight for two additional tricks, East 
pondered mightily over the proper 
discard. He finally decided that 
he must hold on to his diamond 
stopper at all costs, thus preventing 
declarer from entering dummy with 
a heart honor and supposedly fi- 
nessing the diamond queen through 
East for the cashing of three dia- 
mond tricks. 

Nothing could have been more 
short sighted than East’s analysis, 
The contract was three no trump, 
and it should have been a matter of 
indifference to East if the declarer 
was going to make three, whether 
he made as many as five. The vital 
point was that if declarer had the 
diamond ace, he could lay down his 
nine tricks, and the proper defense 
for East, therefore, was to play as 
though declarer did not have that 
crucial card. He should have rec- 
ognized the possibility that his 
partner might have the heart queen 
insufficiently guarded, and conse- 
quently should have held on to his 
three hearts to the jack for dear 
life. Obviously, had he done so de 
clarer could never have made more 
than eight tricks.
